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1. ARRIVAL STATEMENT 

I AM VERY PLEASED TO BE HERE IN CHILE, RIGHTLY KNOWN AS 
"CHILE LINDO”. AS YOU ARE AWARE, I AM ON A TOUR OF THE SOUTHERN 
CONE COUNTRIES WHICH IS ANOTHER IN A SERIES OF FAMILIARIZATION 
AND CONSULTATION VISITS TO LATIN AMERICA AND THE CARIBBEAN. I 
HAVE ALREADY VISITED MUCH OF THE CARIBBEAN, CENTRAL AND SOUTH 
AMERICA. I PLAN TO CONTINUE ON TO VISIT ARGENTINA, PARAGUAY 
AND URUGUAY. 

CHILE, LIKE NATIONS THROUGHOUT THIS HEMISPHERE, IS 
IMPORTANT TO THE UNITED STATES. WHILE HERE, I LOOK FORWARD 
TO MEETING PRESIDENT PINOCHET AND TO EXCHANGING VIEWS WITH 
THE PRESIDENT, FOREIGN MINISTER CARVAIAL, AND OTHER IMPORTANT 
CHILEANS BOTH IN AND OUT OF GOVERNMENT AND WITH U.S. 

EMBASSY OFFICERS. 

I HOPE THAT MY VISIT HERE WILL HELP TO STRENGTHEN 
THE BONDS OF UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN OUR GOVERNMENTS AND OUR 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PEOPLE.

(IF QUESTIONS ARE IMMEDIATELY POSED, WHICH WE EXPECT: 

ANSWER: IF TIME PERMITS, I EXPECT TO MEET WITH THE 
MEMBERS OF THE PRESS PRIOR TO MY DEPARTURE. I WILL BE 
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PLEASED TO TAKE YOU QUESTIONS AT THAT TIME. THANK YOU 
FOR COMING.) 

2. SUGGESTED DEPARTURE STATEMENT 

IT HAS BEEN A PLEASURE FOR ME TO VISIT YOUR BEAUTIFUL 
COUNTRY. IT HAS BEEN A VERY BUSY BUT FRUITFUL VISIT. 

MY DISCUSSIONS WITH PRESIDENT PINOCHET WERE FRANK, VERY FRIENDLY 
AND EXTEMEMLY USEFUL FOR ME. THE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WHICH I HAD 
WITH OTHER GOVERNMENT LEADERS AND WITH PERSONS OUTSIDE OF THE 
GOVERNMENT ADDED MUCH TO MY UNDERSTANDING OF THE SITUATION HERE 
IN CHILE. I HOPE, ALSO, THAT THEY CONTRIBUTED TO MORE PRECISE 
VIEWS OF MY GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. THANK YOU.

3. QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. QUESTIONS (AND PROPOSED 
ANSWERS) ARE HERE PRESENTED IN THE DESCENDING ORDER OF 
OUR JUDGMENT AS TO THEIR IMPORTANCE. 

Q: YOUR VISIT IS ONE OF ORIENTATION IN THE SOUTHERN 
CONE AND HERE IN CHILE. THE WORLD MARXIST PROPAGANDA 
MACHINE DEPICTS THE MAPOCHO RIVER (IN SANTIAGO) AS FLOWING 
WITH BLOOD. YOU HAVE NOW SEEN A COUNTRY IN WHICH MILLIONS GO 
FREELY ABOUT THEIR BUSINESS IN TRANQUILITY AND SECURITY. WHAT 
IS YOUR COMMENT ON THE CHILEAN REALITY? 

A: CHILE IS A COUNTRY AT PEACE STRUGGLING TO 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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DISCOVER AND DEFINE SOLUTIONS TO THE DIFFICULT PROBLEMS 
OF THE PAST AND PRESENT. THE CHILEAN REALITY IS ONE 
OF PROGRESS ON MANY FRONTS; THE USG LOOKS FORWARD TO 
FURTHER PROGRESS. 

Q: WHAT IS YOUR OPINION ABOUT PRESIDENT PINOCHET’S 
RECENT ANNOUNCEMENT REGARDING A RETURN TO THE DEMOCRATIC 
PROCESS IN CHILE? DO YOU THINK THE DATES MENTIONED- 
1980 FOR A TRANSITION STAGE WITH INCREASED CIVILIAN PARTI- 
CIPATION IN THE GOVERNMENT, AND 1984 OR '85 FOR POPULAR 
ELECTIONS— ARE ENOUGH TIME, TOO LITTLE OR TOO MUCH, 

BEFORE ELECTION BY POPULAR VOTING IS RESTORED? 

A: WE WLECOMED PRESIDENT PINOCHET'S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

WE CONSIDER IT A POSITIVE STEP. I BELIEVE, HOWEVER, 

THAT IT WOULD BE INAPPROPRIATE TO COMMENT ABOUT THE 
DETAILS OF THE PLAN OR THE DATES INVOLVED. THIS IS FOR 
CHILE TO DECIDE. 

Q: THE U.S. IS NOW SEEKING FREINDSHIP WITH CUBA. 

RESTORATION OF DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS HAS EVEN BEEN MENTIONED. 

IN VIEW OF THE IMPORTANCE PRESIDENT CARTER SAYS HE ATTACHES 
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TO HUMAN RIGHTS, DO YOU THINK THAT CUBA IS A COUNTRY WHERE HUMAN 
RIGHTS ARE RESPECTED? 

A: WE ARE VERY CONSCIOUS OF THE PROBLEM OF HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN CUBA AND RECOGNIZE IT AS ONE OBSTACLE AMONG OTHERS WHICH 
AFFECT IMPROVEMENT OF OUR RELATIONS WITH THAT COUNTRY. HOWEVER, 
IN CUBA AS ELSEWHERE WE WOULD HOPE TO PURSUE FRUITFUL DIALOGUE 
REGARDING BILATERAL INTERESTS INCLUDING QUESTIONS OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS. 

Q: IN YOUR OPINION, DO YOU THINK CUBA IS A COUNTRY 
WHICH RESPECTS HUMAN RIGHTS MORE THAN CHILE, ARGENTINA, 

URUGUAY, BRAZIL OR OTHER LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES? 
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A: NO. THE UNITED STATES HAS EXPRESSED ITS CONCERN 
WHERE WE BELIEVE HUMAN RIGHTS PROBLEMS EXIST. WE 
RECOGNIZE DIFFERING CONDITIONS IN DIFFERENT COUNTRIES 
AND HAVE CONSISTENTLY AVOIDED DIRECT COMPARISONS FOR THAT 
REASON. 

Q: DURING THE LAST OAS MEETING IN GRENADA, CHILE 
REQUESTED THAT THE SUBJECT OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND TERRORISM 
BE CONSIDER IN THE SAME AGENDA. THE CHILEAN PROPOSAL 
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WAS REJECTED, WITH THE U.S. VOTING AGAINST CHILE. WHY? 

DO YOU THINK THAT GOVERNMENTS SHOULD GIVE THE SAME TREATMENT 
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TO A POLITICAL REFUGEE AS TO A TERRORIST? 

A: THE U.S. OPPOSED COMBINING THE ISSUES OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND TERRORISM BECAUSE IN OUR VIEW EVERY RESPONSIBLE 
GOVERNMENT HAS AN OBLIGATION TO PROTECT THE BASIC HUMAN 
RIGHTS OF ITS CITIZENS-EVEN IN SITUATIONS INVOLVING 
PROBLEMS IN INTERNAL SECURITY. 

Q: RECENTLY CHILE REJECTED U.S. AID BECAUSE THE 
U.S. GOVERNMENT WAS POLITICALLY CONDITIONING IT ON 
ALLEGED VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE. PRESIDENT 
PINOCHET, IN REJECTING THE AID, SAID CHILE WAS NOT A 
COUNTRY OF BEGGARS. COULD YOU COMMENT? 

A: OBVIOUSLY, ANY NATION IS FREE TO ACCEPT OR 
REJECT DEVELOPMENTAL ASSISTANCE FROM THE UNITED STATES 
FOR WHATEVER REASON IT MAY CHOOSE. 

Q: DOES THE FACT THAT CHILE REJECTED THE LAST U.S. 

LOAN MEAN THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT WILL END ALL ECONOMIC 
AID TO THE CHILEAN GOVERNMENT? 

A: THE CHILEAN GOVERNMENT REQUESTED IN OCTOBER 1976 
THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT NOT INCLUDE CHILE IN ITS AID 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PROGRAM FOR THE NEXT FISCAL YEAR AND IN JUNE 1977 
EXPRESSED ITS DESIRE TO DECLINE FURTHER ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE 
APPROVED FOR THIS FISCAL YEAR. THEREFORE, NO NEW 
ASSISTANCE IS PLANNED. PROJECTS FOR WHICH AGREEMENTS 
PREVIOUSLY WERE SIGNED ARE BEING IMPLEMENTED. 

Q: WHY IS THE UNITED STATES DELAYING IN THE NAMING OF 
A NEW AMBASSADOR TO CHILE? IS THIS A FORM OF DEMON- 
STRATING DISAPPROVAL? 

A: THE ONLY DELAYS IN THE NAMING OF A NEW U.S. 

AMBASSADOR TO CHILE ARE BUREAUCRATIC AND-GIVEN OUR 
SYSTEM-NORMAL. THERE ARE STILL A NUMBER OF UNFILLED 
AMBASSADORSHIPS IN LATIN AMERICA AND ELSEWHERE. THE 
MOST IMPORTANT THING IS TO GET THE RIGHT PERSON IN THE JOB. 

Q: THE RECENT OFFICIAL RECEPTION BY VICE PRESIDENT 
MONDALE AND THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF FORMER CHILEAN 
PRESIDENT FREI AND FORMER ALLENDE FOREIGN MINISTER 
CLODOMIRO ALMEYDA WAS INTERPRETED IN INFORMED CIRCLES 
HERE AS AN UNFRIENDLY GESTURE TOWARDS THE CHILEAN 
GOVERNMENT. WHAT IS YOUR OPINION ABOUT THIS? ESPECIALLY 
REGARDING THE VISIT OF ALMEYDA, WHO IS HEADING AN 
INTERNATIONAL MOVEMENT TO "OVERTHROW THE CHILEAN JUNTA?" 
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A: BOTH EX-PRESIDENT FREI AND MR ALMEYDA WERE 
RECEIVED BY U.S. GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS BECAUSE THE U.S. 

WISHES TO MAINTAIN OPEN CHANNELS OF COMMUNICATION WITH 
A WIDE VARIETY OF OPINION AS WELL AS MAINTAIN 
NORMAL AND FRIENDLY RELATIONS WITH THE GOVERNMENT OF 
CHILE. EX-PRESIDENT FREI IS A SENIOR STATESMAN IN THE 
HEMISPHERE. MR ALMEYDA WAS RECEIVED AS SPOKESMAN FOR 
A POINT OF VIEW WHICH THE U.S. IS INTERESTED IN UNDER- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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STANDING. THERE WAS NO CONNECTION BETWEEN THE TWO VISITS. 

Q: IT WAS REPORTED RECENTLY-BY TH INTERNATIONAL 
NEWS AGENCIES— THAT THE U.S. GOVERNMENT HAD ORDERED THE 
CIA TO STUDY ALTERNATIVES TO THE PRESENT CHILEAN GOVERN- 
MENT AND REPORT ON ITS CONCLUSIONS. WHAT KIND OF A 
GOVERNMENT WOULD THE U.S. LIKE TO SEE IN CHILE AND WHAT 
IS IT PREPARED TO DO TO ATTEMPT TO GET IT? 

A: THE U.S. GOVERNMENT HAS NOT AUTHORIZED ANY 
STUDY WHATSOEVER BY ANY AGENCY WITH RESPECT TO ALTERNATIVES 
TO THE PRESENT CHILEAN GOVERNMENT. THE U.S. WILL NOT 
INTERFERE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF CHILE OR ANY 
OTHER COUNTRY. IT IS UP TO THE PEOPLE OF CHILE TO DETER- 
MINE WHAT KIND OF GOVERNMENT THEY WISH TO HAVE. WE SEEK 
CORDIAL RELATIONS WITH THE PRESENT GOVERNMENT AND FRANK 
DIALOGUE ON OUR DIFFERENCES. 

Q: WHY IS THE U.S. BLOCKING SALES OF MILITARY EQUIP- 
MENT TO CHILE WHILE CONTINUING MILITARY ASSISTANCE AND 
SALES TO PERU WHICH ALSO BUYS FROM THE USSR? 

A: MILITARY SALES AND GRANT ASSISTANCE TO CHILE WERE 
SUSPENDED AS A CONGRESSIONAL GESTURE OF DISAPPROVAL OF 
CERTAIN HUMAN RIGHTS PRACTICES IN CHILE. THESE 
REASONS DID NOT OBTAIN IN THE CASE OF PERU. IN ANY 
EVENT, THE MILITARY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM TO PERU IS SMALL, 

AND, LIKE ALL MILITARY ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS, SUBJECT 
TO REVISION UNDER NEW AND MORE DEMANDING CRITERIA. FOR 
EXAMPLE, NEW MAJOR WEAPONS SYSTEM WILL NOT BE INTRODUCED 
INTO THE REGION BY THE UNITED STATES. 

Q: WILL THE U.S. INSIST ON RECIPIENTS OF MILITARY 
ASSISTANCE CONFORMING TO U.S. STANDARDS ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
FOR THEIR COUNTRIES AS A PRE-CONDITION TO PROVIDING 
MILITARY ASSISTANCE? I ASK THIS QUESTION BECAUSE SOME YEARS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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AGO CHILE WAS CONSIDERED BY THE U.S. AS A DEFENSE 
AGAINST CUBAN-MARXIST INTERFERENCE IN LATIN AMERICA. 

A: AS PRESIDENT CARTER HAS STATED ON SEVERAL OCCA- 
SIONS, CONCERN FOR HUMAN RIGHTS IS AN INTEGRAL PART OF 
U.S. FOREIGN POLICY. WE DO NOT INTEND TO IMPOSE U.S. 
STANDARDS OF HUMAN RIGHTS ON OTHER COUNRIES. THOSE 
STANDARDS UPON WHICH WE INSIST ARE INTERNATIONALLY 
RECOGNIZED, BY MANY OTHER COUNTRIES SUCH AS CHILE. WE 
RECOGNIZE THAT CIRCUMSTANCES AND TRADITION VARY FROM 
COUNTRY TO COUNTRY AND THAT THIS MUST BE TAKEN INTO 
ACCOUNT. BUT WE ALSO BELIEVE THAT THERE EXISTS A 
CORE OF INALIENABLE HUMAN RIGHTS -FREEDOM FROM TORTURE, 
RECOURSE TO THE PROTECTION OF LAW IN ANY GIVEN COUNTRY, 
FREEDOM FROM PERSECUTION FOR RACE, RELIGION OR THOUGHT, 
ETC.- WHICH EVERY COUNTRY SHOULD TAKE INTO ACCOUNT AS 
WELL. THE U.S. RESERVES TO ITSELF THE DETERMINATION OF 
HOW MILITARY ASSISTANCE TO ANY GIVEN COUNTRY SUPPORTS 
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OVERALL U.S. FOREIGN POLICY OBJECTIVES, OF WHICH, ONCE 
AGAIN, HUMAN RIGHTS IS AN INTEGRAL PART. 

Q: DOES THE UNITED STATES BELIEVE THAT THE DANGER 
OF CASTRO-INSPIRED COMMUNISM IN LATIN AMERICA HAS ENDED? 

A: WE DO NOT BELIEVE THAT AT THE PRESENT MOMENT THERE ARE 
ANY CUBAN-BASED MOVEMENTS TO VIOLENTLY OVERTHROW ANY 
EXISTING LATIN AMERICA GOVERNMENT. WE HOPE THAT THE 
DAYS OF COMMUNIST-SUPPORTED INSURRECTIONARY ACTIVITIES 
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IN LATIN AMERICA HAVE ENDED. 

Q: RECENTLY THE U.S. DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE RELEASED 
AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT DENYING HAVING INFORMED LETELIER'S 
WIDOW THAT THE DEPARTMENT (OF JUSTICE) HAD CONCLUDED 
THAT A CHILEAN GOVERNMENT ORGANIZATION HAD INSTIGATED 
LETELIER'S MURDER. THE JUSTICE DEPARTMENT ALSO SAID THAT 
THE CHILEAN EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON WAS COOPERATING WITH 
THE FEDERAL AUTHORITIES IN THE CASE. WHERE DOES THE 
CASE STAND? 

A: IT IS MY UNDERSTANDING THAT THE CHILEAN EMBASSY 
IN WASHINGTON HAS COOPERATED WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF 
JUSTICE IN ITS INVESTIGATION OF THE LETELIER MURDER. 

THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE HAS REACHED NO CONCLUSION YET 
AS TO WHO KILLED MR. LETELIER AND THE INVESTIGATION IS 
CONTINUING. 
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Q: IN THE PREVIOUS U.S. -CUB AN CONVERSATIONS REGARD- 
ING AN EVENTUAL RESTORATION OF DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS. 
PRESIDENT CARTER ASKED FIDEL CASTRO NOT TO ADMIT MORE 
HIJACKERS. AS YOU KNOW, MR. TODMAN, A FEW WEEKS AGO, 
CHILEAN HIJACKERS TOOK OVER A LAN CHILE AIRPLANE. 

WITH PASSENGERS, AND FORCED IT TO GO TO LIMA. THEY 
WANTED TO GO TO VENEZUELA, BUT THAT COUNTRY'S GOVERN- 
MENT REFUSED TO RECEIVE THEM. HOWEVER, FIDEL CASTRO 
ACCEPTED THEM IN CUBA. DOES THE U.S. STILL BELIEVE 
THAT FIDEL CASTRO WILL COMPLY WITH HIS PROMISE NOT TO 
RECEIVE HIJACKERS IN CUBA? 

A: THE U.S. EXPECTS THAT BOTH SIDES WILL HONOR THE 
TERMS OF OUR RECENT BILATERAL HIJACKING AGREEMENT WITH 
CUBA. AS FOR THE INCIDENT YOU MENTIONED, OUR AGREEMENT 
WITH CUBA ONLY PERTAINS TO INCIDENTS BETWEEN THE U.S. 

AND CUBA. 

Q: MANY CHILEANS PRESENTLY HAVE GREAT DIFFICULTIES 
IN GETTING VISAS TO TRAVEL TO THE U.S. WHY DOES THE 
U.S. REJECT MANY POTENTIAL CHILEAN TOURISTS AND STUDENTS, 
ON THE ONE HAND, AND ADMIT LARGE NUMBERS OF CHILEAN 
MARXISTS AS "POLITICAL REFUGEES?" PLEASE COMMENT. 

A: TO BEGIN WITH, THE U.S. DOES NOT REJECT ELIGIBLE 
TOURISTS AND STUDENTS. HOWEVER, THE GROWING PROBLEM OF 
ILLEGAL IMMIGRATION TO THE U.S. HAS PLACED A SPECIAL 
BURDEN ON U.S. CONSULAR SERVICES ABROAD TO SCREEN VISA 
APPLICANTS CLOSELY. WITH RESPECT TO POLITICAL REFUGEES, 
THE U.S. HAS TRADITIONALLY BEEN A HAVEN FOR PEOPLE 
PERSECUTED ON THE BASIS OF RACE, RELIGION OR POLITICAL 
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BELIEFS FROM ALL OVER THE WORLD. THE U.S. HAS RECENTLY 
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ABSORBED. FOR EXAMPLE, OVER 140,000 VIETNAMESE REFUGEES 
FLEEING FROM COMMUNISM. WE HAVE ALSO ADMITED A TOTAL 
OF OVE 400 CHILEAN REFUGEES PLUS THEIR FAMILES OUT OF 
HUMANITARIAN CONCERN AND IN KEEPING WITH OUR TRADITIONS. 
HOWEVER, NEITHER COMMUNIST PARTY MEMBERS NOR PERSONS 
WITH TERRORIST BACKGROUNDS WERE ELIGIBLE FOR ADMISSION 
UNDER THIS PROGRAM. 

4. OTHER MATTERS OF LESSER INTEREST HERE WHICH MIGHT 
ARISE ARE: THE OAS, ITS FUNCTIONING AND REFORM; THE 
LIMA MEETING ON PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY; LATIN 
AMERICA AND THE NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE; PANAMA NEGOTIA- 
TIONS; AMBASSADOR YOUNG'S ACTIVITIES AND POSITION 

IN THE ADMINISTRATION; RESTORATION IN CHILE OF OPIC PROGRAMS; 
AND, OF COURSE, THE ISSUES OF THE MOMENT (NEUTRON BOMB, ETC.) 
WHEN YOU ARRIVE.
